WHEREAS, East Wayne Street Center, Inc., has an interest 
in certain real estate owned by the City of Fort Wayne, which real 
estate is described as East part NE Corner of Lot 364 in Samuel L. 
Hanna Addition (Key # 91-2948-5932) to the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, commonly known as 818 Francis Street, and 

WHEREAS, said Community Association has expressed an 
interest in receiving the real estate from the City to be used as part 
of a community association headquarters and to advance the 
purposes of the Community Association, and

for East Part NE Corner of Lot Number 364 in Samuel L. Hanna 
Adiition to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, commonly known as 
818 Francis Street, Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana.

Re: Introduction of an Ordinance certifying and approving the 

transfer of certain real estate to Oxford Community Association, Inc. 
and East Wayne Street Center, Inc. 

On June 7,1995, the Board of Works approved a Resolution to donate certain real estate 
owned by the City of Fort Wayne and is described as follows: 



A. Lot Number 82 in Kryder’s Addition Extended (Key #93-3220-5082), commonly known 
as 1421 Oxford Street. This property has been leased to the Oxford Association for a 
number of years for $1.00 per year. The City wishes to donate this property to the Oxford 
Community Association, Inc. and it will be used for programs and activities benefiting the 
residents and property owners of the Oxford Community area. The City has no present 
use for this property and any future use is unlikely. 


B. East part NE Corner of Lot 364 in Samuel L. Hanna Addition (Key #91-2948-5932), 
commonly known as 818 Francis Street and the City wishes to donate this property to the 
East Wayne Street Association, Inc.. The Association will construct a storage facility and 
additional parking on this parcel. This property will be a part of the community 
association headquarters to advance the purposes and programs of the Community 
Association. The City has no present use for this property and any future use is unlikely. 


Each Association has demonstrated the ability to care for the property. This includes the 
ability to maintain the property, pay the various utilities i.e. water/sewer, gas, and 
electricity. 

A Quit-Claim Deed will be issued to each Association upon Common Council approval. 
Insurance Liability will then transfer from the City of Fort Wayne to each association.
